In fa ct the latchstring was hung on 
the outside as soon as news was re­ 
ceived that the advance line of skir­ 
mishers was in sight, and it only re­ 
quired a gentle pull to throw open the 
gates for the entrance of the advanc­ 
ing hosts. 
Tens of thousands of flags 
flutter in the breeze, the sidewalks are 
packed with the wearers of the famil- 
irr blue suits w ith brass buttons and 
the felt slouch hats, while the air is 
Ailed with the martial music of the 
bands that have pre-empted the road­ 
ways. 
The chief event of yesterday was the 
parade and annual convention of the 
National Association of Naval Veter­ 
ans. 
The line moved shortly before 
ten o’clock, the various divisions of 
the Sons of Veterans from other states 
having the right of line. 
N ext came 
Chief Marshal H. M. Rebel, with Ney- 
lin Camp of Mountain Valley acting as 
his escort 
The Sons of 
Veterans 
guard, 1,000 strong, in command of 
CoL Daniel II. Buckland, the Pennsyl­ 
vania camps being immediately in the 
rear; carriages containing members of 
the citizens’ executive board; repre­ 
sentative citizens and distinguished 
guests were next in line, and then 
came that picturesque body, the Naval 
reserves, under L ieut Robson and act­ 
ing as personal escort to Rear Admiral 
Osborn. 
Then came the members of 
the Naval Veterans* association. 
The old salts were cheered all along 
the line of march, which extended 
through 
the 
principal down-town 
streets, along Fifth avenue and Smith- 
Aeld streets and over to Allegheny. 
In the parade were carried many his­ 
toric relics of naval warfare, among 
them the torn and stained banner 
which floated over the good old Rear* 
sarge when she added luster to the 
American standard on the high seas. 
M iss Carrie Lowe, daughter of Gen. 
A. L. 
Lowe of Eort Worth, Texas, 
carried the colors of the Dupont Na­ 
val association of Texaa

She was the lone rep­ 
resentative of the lone star state in 
the parade of the salts and her ap­ 
pearance elicited unbounded enthusi­ 
asm. 
The column was reviewed by the 
national officers from a stand on Cedar 
avenue, Allegheny. Miss Daisy Tittle, 
the mascot of the naval veterans, 
who arrived yesterday from Cincin­ 
nati, wa? in the parade. 
She was 
dressed in regulation sailor uniform 
and marched beside Admiral Osborn, 
acting as his messenger. 
Miss Tittle 
has been the mascot of the organiza­ 
tion 
since its inception and is a 
general favorite among the t&rs.

honor in the Grand Army parade. 
The ninth annual convention of the 
organization was called to order at I 
o ’clock at the Allegheny county court 
house. 
Rear Admiral Commanding B. 
S. Osbon delivered an address of w el­ 
come. 
L ieut F. B. Allen, vice-presi­ 
dent of the Hartford Boiler Insurance 
company of Hartford, Conn., 
suc­ 
ceeded B. S. Osbon as Rear AdmiraL 
He was elected on the third b allot A

Com 
missioner Hanthorn has a lot more of 
it*at home, and intends to make an 
exhibit at tbe fair, to warn farmers 
who do not know the appearance of 
tbe pest. 
Nobody supposed the weed had taken 
root in tbe Bower City. Ber! O’Mealy, 
a newhew of Mrs. George Hanthorn, 
came here from Watertown, S. D., not 
long ago and has been telling the 
Hanthorns how South Dakota 
was 
overrun. 
“ It was spread by seeds dropped 
out of railroad care,” he said, “and 
I’ll bet ycn’l find a good deal of it 
right here in town.”

they said sibboleth, and were slain.

arig h t by prohibiting discussion, and 
by strong censorship of the press, and 
rack, and gibbet, and hot lead down 
the throat, tried to m ake people or­ 
thodox; b u t it was discovered th a t 
you can not change a m an’s belief by 
tw isting of his head, nor make a m an 
see differently by p u ttin g an aw l 
through his eyes. 
There is som ething 
in a m an’s conscience w hich w ill h url 
off the m ountain th a t you threw upon 
it, and unsinged of the fire, out of the 
flame w ill m ake red w ings on w hich 
th e m artyr w ill m ount to glory.

In th a t time of which I speak, be­ 
tw een the fourth and sixteenth cen­ 
turies, people w ent from the house of 
God into the m ost appalling iniquity, 
and rig h t along by consecrated altars 
there were tides of drunkenness and 
licentiousness such as the world never 
heard of, and the very sewers of per­ 
dition broke loose and Hooded the 
church. 
A fter aw hile the printing 
press was fr?ed, 
and it broke the 
shackles of the hum an mind. 
Then 
there came a large num ber of bad 
books, and w here there was one m an i 
hostile to the C hristian religion, there i 
were tw enty men ready to advocate ' 
it; so I have not any nervousness in 
regard to this battle goingon betw een • 
T ru th and Error. 
The tru th w ill 
conquer ju st as certainly as th a t God 
is stronger than the devil 
L et E rror 
ru n if you only let T ru th run along 
w ith it. 
Urged on by sceptic's shout 
and transcendentalist’s spur, let it 
run, God’s angels of w rath are in hot 
pursuit, and quicker than eagle's beak 
clutches out a haw k’s heart, God’s 
vengeance w ill tear it to pieces. 
I propose to speak to you of sec­ 
tarianism —its origin, its evils, and its 
cures. 
There are those who would 
m ake us think th a t this m onster, w ith 
horns and hoofs, is religion. 
I shall 
chase it to its hiding place, and drag 
it out of the caverns of darkness, and 
rip off its hide. 
B ut I w ant to make 
a distinction betw een bigotry and the 
law ful fondness for peculiar religious 
beliefs and form s of worship. 
I have 
no adm iration for a nothingarian. 
In a world of such trem endous vicis­ 
situde and tem ptation, and w ith a 
soul th a t m ust after aw hile stand be­ 
fore a throne of insufferable b rig h t­ 
ness, in a day .when the rocking of the 
m ountains ami the flam ing of the 
heavens and the upheaval of the seas 
‘shall be amongvth^ least of the excite­ 
ments, 
toggiyii ffcgount 
for every 
thought, • wcnra, diction, 
preference, 
and d i^ L ^ ^ U ^ t map* is mad who has 
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no religious 
preference? 
B ut our 
early education, our physical tem pera 
ment, our m ental constitution, w ill 
very much decide our form of worship. 
George W hitefield was going over a 
Quaker rath e r roughly for some of his 
religious sentim ents and the Q uaker 
said: 
“George, I am as thou art; la m 
for bringing all men to the hope of 
the gospel; therefore, if thou w ilt not 
quarrel w ith me about my broad brim, 
I w ill n ot quarrel w ith thee about thy 
black gown. 
George, give me thy 
hand.” 
In tracing out the religion of sectar­ 
ianism, or bigotry, I find th a t a great 
deal of it comes from w rong education 
in the home circle. 
T here are parents 
who do not th in k it w rong to carica­ 
ture and jeer the peculiar form s of re­ 
ligion in the world, and denounce 
other sects and other denom inations. 
It is very often the case th a t th a t kind 
of education acts ju st opposite to w hat 
was expected, and the children grow 
up, and, after a while, go and see for 
them selves; and, looking in 
those 
churches, and finding th a t the people 
are good there, and they love God and 
keep his com m andm ents, by n atu ral 
reaction they go and join those very 
churches. 
I could m ention the names 
of prom inent m inisters of the gospel 
who spent th eir whole life bom bard­ 
ing other denom inations and 
who 
lived to see th eir children preach the 
gospel in those very denom inations. 
But it is often the case th a t bigotry 
I sta rts in a household, and th a t the 
; subject of it never recovers. 
There 
are tens of thousands of bigots IO 
i years old. 
| 
I think sectarianism and bigotry 
: also rise from too g reat prom inence o1! 
, any one denom ination in a com m unity 
j All the 
other 
denom inations are 
I wrong, and his denom ination is rig h t 
I because his denom ination is the m ost 
, w ealthy or the m ost popular, or the 
m ost 
influential, 
and it is 
“our” 
( church, and “our” religious organiza­ 
tion, and “our” choir, and “ our” min- 
I ister, and the m an tosses his head, and 
| w ants other denom inations to know 
; th eir places. 
It is a g re a t deal b etter 
in any com m unity w hen the g reat de­ 
nom inations of Christians are about 
equal in power, m arching side by side 
for the w orld’s conquest 
Mere o ut­ 
side prosperity, m ere w orldly power, 
is no evidence th a t the church is ac­ 
ceptable to God. 
B etter a barn w ith 
Christ in the m anger than a cathedral 
w ith m agnificent harm onies rolling 
through the long draw n aisle, and an 
angel from heaven in the pulpit, 
if 
there be no Christ in the chancel, and 
no Christ in the robes. 
B igotry is 
often the child of ignorance. 
You seldom find a m an w ith large 
in tellect who is a b ig o t I t is the man 
who thinks he know s a g reat deal, 
b u t does n o t 
T h a t m an is alw ays a 
b ig o t 
The whole tendency to educa 
tion and civilization is to bring a man 
out of th a t kind of state of mind and 
h e a rt 
There was in the far east a 
g reat obelisk, and one side of the 
obelisk was white, another side of the 
obelisk was green, another side of the 
obelisk was blue, and travelers w ent 
and looked a t th a t obelisk, b u t they 
did not w alk around i t 
One man 
looked a t one side, another a t another 
side, and they came home each one 
looking a t only one side; and they 
happened to meet, the story says; and 
they got into a ran k quarrel about 
the color of th a t obelisk. 
One m an 
said it was white, another m an said it 
was green, an o th er m an said it was 
blue, and w hen they were in the very 
h eat of the controversy a m ore intel­ 
ligent traveler came, and said, “Gen­ 
tlem en, I have seen th a t obelisk, and 
you 
are all right, and 
you are all 
wrong. 
W hy didn’t you walk all 
around the obelisk?” 
Look out for th e m an who sees only 
one 
side of a 
religious truth. 
Look 
out 
for the m an who 
never w alks 
around about these g reat theories of 
God and etern ity and the dead. 
He 
w ill be a bigot inevitably—the man 
who only sees one side. 
T here is no 
m an more to be pitied than he who 
has in his head ju st one idea—no more, 
no less. More light, less sectarianism . 
There is nothing th a t w ill so soon kill 
bigotry as sunshine—God’s sunshine. 
I 
So I have set before you w hat I con­ 
sider to be the causes of bigotry. 
I 
have set before you the origin of this 
great eviL 
W hat are some of the 
baleful effects? F irst of all it cripples 
investigation. 
You are wrong, and I 
am right, and th a t ends i t 
No taste 
for exploration, no spirit of investiga­ 
tion. 
From the glorious realm of 
God’s tru th , over w hich an archangel 
m ight fly from etern ity to eternity 
and not reach the lim it, the m an shuts 
him self out and dies, a blind mole 
under a corn shock. 
It stops all in ­ 
vestigation. 
W hile each denom ination of Chris­ 
tians is to present all the tru th s of 
the Bible, it seems to me th a t God has 
given to each denom ination an especial 
mission to give particular em phasis 
to some one doctrine; and so the Cal­ 
vinistic churches m ust present the 
sovereignty of God, and the A rm inian 
churches 
m ust present man’s free 
agency, and the Episcopal churches 
m ust present th e im portance of order 
and solemn ceremony, and the Bap­ 
tist churches m ust present the neces­ 
sity of ordinances, and the Congrega­ 
tional church m ust present the re ­ 
sponsibility of the individual member, 
and the M ethodist church m ust show 
w hat holy enthusiasm , hearty congre­ 
gational 
singing 
can 
accomplish. 
W hile each denom ination of Chris­ 
tians m ust set forth all the doctrines 
of the Bible, I feel it is especially in ­ 
cum bent upon each denom ination to 
p ut particular em phasis on some one 
‘doctrine. 
A nother g reat dam age done by the 
sectarianism and bigotry of the church 
is th a t it disgusts people w ith the 
Christian religion. 
Now, my friends, 
the church of God was never intended 
for a w ar barrack. 
People are afraid 
of a rio t You go dow n the street and 
you see an excitem ent, and missiles 
flying through the air, and you hear 
the shock of firearms. 
Do you, the 
peaceful and industrious citizen, go 
through th a t street? Oh, no! you vill 


say, “ I’ll go around the block.” Now. 
men come and look upon this narrow 
path to heaven, and som etim es see 
the ecclesiastical 
brickbats 
flying 
every w hither, and they say, “ W ell I 
guess PII take the broad road; there 
is so much sharp-shooting on the n ar­ 
row road I guess ITI try the broad 
road! ” 
Francis I. so hated the L utherans 
th a t he said th a t if he th o ught there 
was one drop of L utheran blood in 
his veins he would puncture them and 
let th a t drop o u t 
Ju st as long as 
there is so much hostility betw een d e­ 
nom ination and denom ination, or be­ 
tw een one professed C hristian and 
another, or betw een one church ifcid 
another, so long men w ill be dis­ 
gusted w ith the C hristian religion, 
and say, “lf th a t is religion I w ant 
none of it.” 
Again, bigotry and sectarianism do 
great dam age in the fact th a t they 
hinder the trium ph of the gospel Oh, 
how much w asted am m unition! how 
many men of splendid intellect have 
given th eir whole life to controversial 
disputes when, if they had given their 
life to som ething practical, they m ight 
have been vastly useful! 
Suppose, 
while I speak there were a common 
enem y com ing up the bay, and all the 
forts around the harbor began to fire 
into each o th er—you would cry out, 
“N ational suicide! why don’t those 
forts blaze aw ay in one direction, and 
th a t against the common enem y?” 
And y et I som etim es see in the church 
of the Lord Jesus Christ a strange 
thing going on: church against church, 
m inister ag ain st m inister, denom ina­ 
tion 
ag ain st 
denom ination, 
firing 
aw ay into th eir own fort, or the fort 
which o u g h t to be on the same side, 
instead of concentrating th eir energy 
and giving one m ighty and everlast­ 
ing volley against the navies of d ark ­ 
ness riding up through the bay! 
Perhaps I m ight forcefully illu strate 
this tru th by calling your atten tio n 
to an incident w hich took place about 
tw enty years ago. One Monday m orn 
ing a t about 2 o’clock, while her 900 
passengers were sound asleep in her 
b erths dream ing of home, the steam er 
“ A tlantic” crashed into Mars Head. 
Five hundred souls in ten m inutes 
landed in eternity. 
Oh, w hat a scene! 
Agonized men and women running up 
and down the gangw ays and clu tch ­ 
ing for the rigging, and the plunge of 
the helpless steam er and the clapping 
of the hands of the m erciless sea over 
the drow ning and the dead threw tw o 
continents into terror. 
B ut see this 
brave q u arterm aster pushing out w ith 
the life line u n til he gets to the rock, 
and see these fisherm en g ath erin g 
up 
th e 
shipw recked, 
and 
tak in g 
them into the cabins, 
and w rapping 
them in the flannels snug and warm 
and see th a t m inister of the gospel 
w ith th ree other men, g ettin g into 
life boat, and pushing out for the 
wreck, pulling aw ay across the surf, 
and pulling aw ay until they saved one 
more man, and then gettin g back w ith 
him to the shore. 
Can those men ever 
forget th a t night? 
And can they ever 
forget their com panionship in peril 
com panionship in struggle, com panion 
ship in aw ful catastrophe and rescue? 
Never! Never! 
In w hatever p art of 
the earth they meet, 
they w ill be 
friends when they m ention the story 
of th a t n ig h t w hen the 
“ A tlantic” 
struck Mars Head. 
Well, my friends, 
our 
world 
has 
gone 
into 
a 
worse shipw reck. 
Sin 
drove it on 
the rocks. 
The old ship has lurched 
and tossed in th e tem pests of six 
thousand years. 
Out w ith the life­ 
line! 
I do n ot care w hat denom ina­ 
tion carries :t. 
Out w ith the life boat! 
I do not care w hat denom ination row s 
i t 
Side by side, in the memory of 
common hardships, and common trials, 
and common prayers, 
and common 
tears, let us be brothers forever. 
We 
m ust be. 
One army of the living God, 
To his command we bow: 
Part of the host have crossed the flood, 
And part are crossing now. 
And I expect to see the day w hen 
all denom inations of Christians s ta ll 
join hands around the cross of Christ 
and recite the creed: “I believe in God 
the F ath er A lm ighty,M aker of heaven 
and earth, and in Jesus Christ, and in 
the com munion of saints, and in life 
everlasting. 
Amen!”
